“But they are not all like that. Many, 
many of them are in sore need, and 
when I believe in them I always visit 
them to find out how best to relieve 
their necessities. 

“I have no fund for charitable pur- 
poses, as some who come to me for re- 
lief think.

BISBEE, Afiz., Aug. 1—Gen. Davia 
K. Wardwell, retired hero of two wars, 


who kidnaped his wife from the con- 
tagious ward in the Los Angeles Coun- 
ty Hospital’ after he discovered that 
she had leprosy and tried to take her 
to Mexico, is quarantined In a lonely 
cabin on the mountainside near Tomp- 
stone. 

The authorities will keep the two 
there probably for the remainder of 
their lives. 

The general took his wife out of the 
hospital at night'and started for Mexj- 
co. The news of their flight precedeq 
them, however, and the authorities at 
Tombstone prepared an isolated re. 
treat near thére. When Wardwell} ana 
his wife arrived they were taken from 
the train and hurried to the lonely 
cabin. 

Gen. Wardwell had a horrible ex. 
perience in. getting his wife out of Los 
Angeles, but shows the utmost 
in facing. the situation. The Log An. 
geles hospital authorities tried to jgo. 
late Mrs. Wardwell from her husbtang 
when it was found she had leprogy.

TOBACCO HIS UNDOING 


Half Dollar Given for 5-Ceitt 
Purchase Arouses Suspicion 
of Country Merchant.

FORT SMITH, Ark., Aug. 1—It is 
hard to say ot which Dr. L. W. Blanch- 
ard is most proud, his Sunday School in 


the Boone County mountains or his 
counterfeit half-dollars, which he is 
charged in a Federal warrant with mold- 
ing at his mountain home. 

“We have a fine Sunday School up 
there,’’ he said today, pridefully, in his 
cell in the Federal prison here. 

“They say those half dollars of yours 
are the finest counterfeits that have 
been seen around here in a long time,” 
he was told. 

The expression on his face was the 
same as when he had spoken of his 
Sunday School, but his speech was more 
guarded. ‘The ring is pretty good,” he 
said modestly. “That was all that I 
cared about. I used them, you know, 
in sleight-of-hand tricks and I wanted 
them to have the right ring when I 
jingled them.”’ ' 

Dr. Blanchard has been the 
most influential man of his community. 
By virtue of his profession, his intelli- 
gence and his forcefulness, he has been 
an acknowledged leader. ise added to 
his popularity by the.performance of 
parlor legerdemain, at which he was 
so ‘clever as to command the awe of 
the more simple-minded of the mountain 


The Hat Trick With Coins, 

In one of his tricks he used 10 silver 
half-dollars. He-first placed eight in a 
hat. After a spectator had taken out 
two, he palmed two more in to take 
their places and amazed the natives by, 
counting out the original number. 

Sometimes, he jokingly says, it was 
hard for him to keep a set of 10 good 
half-dollars about him, so he made coun- 
terfeits forthe purpose. ’ 

John Willcockson, ne’er-do-well moun- 


taineer, became his protege and con- 
fidant. Willeockson bought a plug of 
tobacco at a general store. After he 


and Dr. Blanchard had departed thie 
f:alf dollar with which the tobacco hud 
been paid for was found to be counter- 
feit. The men were trailed 10 miles by 
telephone and arrested. The warrants 
against them charge them with making 
and passing counterfeit money. 
Five years ago Ebenezer Blanchard 
moved from Taney County, Mo., te 
Boone County, Ark.,:.and settled on a 
quarter section near the Hilltop Post- 
office, which is 3 miles from Eureka 
Springs and 50 miles from Fayetteville. 
He was separated from his wife. His 
sister kept house for him. When she 
died he went-away. When he returned 
a year ago, his wife and son were with 
him. 
Becomes Leading Citizen. 

The son gave it out that he was a 
physician, registered in Nebraska. 
where he had been living. The Hilltop 
residents christened him ‘‘Doc,’’ and in- 
stalled him as the leading man of the 
community. 

John Willeockson had been born and 
raised at Hilltop. Three years ago he 
moved to Seneca, Mo., to work in the 
lead mines. The mines closed down last 
fal! and Willcockson moved his wif 
and five children back to Hilltop. They 
were on the verge of destitution. 
rented a cabin and a patch of ground 
near the quarter section of the Blanch- 
ards. 

“Doc and his mother were good to 
us,” he said today. “I guess we'd a 
starved if it hadn’t been for them. I

a pony to plow with. Me and the old 
woman and the childern worked in the 
fields puttin’ in a crop and lived on 
bread and water.

Willcockson is weak of will and sim- 
ple of mind. Blanchard is  strong~ 
minded and has a dominating will. In 
the transactions that followed this be- 
ginning Willeockson ts thought to have 
been the stupidly pliant tool of Blanch- 
ard. He has made a confession and is 
believed by the Federal officials to be 
telling the truth, as far as he has 
gone. They expect him to go further, 
turn State’s evidence and tell every- 
thing. 

Becomes Sundny-School Leader. 

In the year that followed the coming 
of “Doc” Blanchard to Hilltop there 
was one event that was out of the oral- 
nary. That was the organization of & 
Sunday school at the Hilltop schoot- 
house. The sledge-hammer expoundings 
of “a hardshell” Baptist preacher from 
time to time .au suggested the neca 
of a Sunday school. 

Word was sent out and the mountain- 
eers and their families gathered’ om ®& 
Sunday afternoon organize the 
school. “Dec” Blanchard was there. 
By universal assent Le was the logical 
man for superintendent. He had the 

“Jearnin’,” and so ar as any ef them 
could see, he was as plous as the rest, 
if not a little more #. 

Although he declined the superintend- 
ency, he accepted the secretarysuip, 24

The Sunday school was thriving under 


his direction whe none day, idling, flip- 
ping a half dollar, he confided to John 
Willcockson that it was one he had 
made himself. . 

Makes Money Very Easily. 
“‘He showed me the molds, " said Will- 
cockson last Monday, testifying before 
United States Commissioner Nathan B. 
‘Williams at Fayetteville, ‘“‘He had ’em 
for dollars, halves, quarters and dimes. 
He had a crucible in which he said the 
heat was 700 degrees and he did the 
stamping with a trip hammer rigged up 
‘e-+h @ rope. 
“I never helped him make the money 
but once. I was in the outhouse where 
he was making it and he told me to pull 
the trip-hammer rope and I did it, but 
that was the only time. Once he géeVve 
me $10 in dimes to polish, but they were 
not good enough and I melted them up 
again. 
“Doc told me he had been making the 
money for 16. years. I den’t know wheth- 
er he passed any of it or not. I never 
did, to know it. He often gave me 
money to buy things with, but if it was 
bad money I didn’t know it.” 
Last week Blanchard had business at 
Springdale, 50 miles across the moun- 
tains on the Frisco Railroad. Wilicock- 
son and his 15-year-old son, Luther, went 
along and they drove gen aera team. 


Tobacco Is His Und 
On the return trip they ‘eft Spring- 


dale Friday morning. They made 15 
miles that dag and camped Friday 
night near Hindsville, in Madison Coun- 
ty. Saturday morning they drove into 
Hindsvile. Wilicockson says Bilan- 
chard gave him money and sent him 
into the store of Walter Stephens to 
buy feed for the horses and provisions 
for themselves. 

When he had paid for the purchases 
he remembered that he was out of to- 
baceo. He bought a 6-cent plug and 
paid for it with a half-dollar, recelyed 
the change and drove with his compan- 
ions toward Huntsville. 

Another customer came in. Stephens, 
making change, did not like the “fee!” 
of the half-dollar he had received from 
Willcockson. After Willeockson had 
gone, he weighed it and found it ww: 
too light, 

By using the rural telephone line he 
located the outfit on the road to Hunts- 
ville. After calling up Sheriff J. G. 
Berry at Huntsville and giving him a 
description of the men, he kept them 
in sight, as it were, all the 10 miles 
to Huntéyille by calling up one farm- 
house after another along the 
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waiting family in the Huitop cabin that 
“pap’’ Was arrested.

Willeockson has tolé Marshal Mayes 
where the molds and the rest of Blan- 
chard’s outfit. were hidden on the Blan- 
| chard place. A secret. service man has 
been sent to Hilltop te seize them. 

Men experfénced in'the handling of 
couhterfelt money, of: which there is 
always considerable in circulation in the 
mountains of Arkansas, Tennessee and 
Kentucky, say that the Blanchard haif- 
dollar is the finest they have oH 
seen. 

As a test it has been passed on re- 
ceiving tellers at’ banks since it came 
into. the. possession of the authorities 
The stamping and milling are perfect, 
the ring is so true that the keenest ear 
can scarcely detect anything wrong 
with it. It is a little off weight and 
there is a pecullar smoothness of sur- 
face which gives the alarm to trained 
fingers. 

All of the coins captured in con- 
nection with the arrest.of the men 
were dated 1906. Blanchard says he 
has only been making them since 
1906. How extensively they may have 
been circulated can only be conjec- 
tured. A great deal of the “queer” 
money might be in circulation back 
in the mountains for @ long time 
without any of it going any further. 
Willeockson says hd has seen as 
much as $60 in Blanchadr’s possession 
at one time, 

Leave Trail of Bad Coins, 

Blanchard and Whilleockson were in 
Harrison on the Fourth of July. 
Deputy United States Marshal Sutter- 
field has written to Marshal Mayes 
that a counterfeit dollar, five halves, 
two quarters, a dime and a nickel 
have turned up since, all dated 1906. 

Blanchard is 38 years old. He says 
he lived six years at Lincoln, Neb., 
before going to Hilltop, and has also 
lived in Montana and Wyoming. He 
says he has been married but that his 
wife is dead. Federal officials are 
confident that it will be worth while: 
for them to run down big past. Will- 
cockson ts 43.

A NATION’S APPLE TREES. 

From the New York World. ; : 

In an accounting just published and said to cover 
the last day of last June, the number of apple trees 
in the United States is placed at 201,794,642. Missouri 
\ tends the list of states and terrfitories, with 20,040,- 
399 trees, while New York is second, with 15,064,832. 

It happens that these, except in the case of New 
York, are the figures given in the census report for 
1900. In the 10 years beginning with 1890, the increase 
in the number of apple trees in the country was over 


passed. That the count remains unchanged since 
that tremendous gain of 1890-99 must be regarded as 
somewhat amazing—if it is a fact. 

However, a mere reckoning of trees is mislead- 
ing as a means of comparing states’ shares in the 
apple-raising industry.. 
duced over 24,000,000 bushels in 1899; Pennsylvania was 
a close second and Ohio was third, with more than 
20,000,000 bushels. Missouri's nearly 6,500,000 bushels 
placed her ninth on the list. The average yield in 
New York, according to a State fruit growers’ associ- 
ation report of 1892, is about three and one-half 
bushels per acre, which ought, for 15,000,000 trees, to 
bring up a total of over 52,000,000 bushels. There is 
quality also to be considered. Missouri offers the 
tastelier Ben Davis apple, which finds ready and 
heavy sale, even on the Atlantic Seaboard because 
ef its coloring. Western New York produces the

To 
say religion should touch every phase 
and condition -of life does not mean that 
the church, as an organized body, 
should have direct relation to all phases 
of life.. 

We should aim to render life Chris- 
tian—social, industrial or political; but 
we should not: attempt to bring all life 
under church supervision. Some of the 
most disastrous mistakes of Christian 
history hare been made at this point. 

The business of the church is to pro- 
duce sOund mora] and religious condi- 
tions, to make personality supreme over 
things, to make good men rather than 
good institutions. The church should 
have no direct contact with the machin- 


ery ofthe world, but with the will which 


directs this machinery. 


“alture Goes With Piety. 


As to Dr. Aked’s references to the 
revelations of modern science, I-would 
say this: I believe in progressive con- 
servatism. The great realities of the 
Christian religion and of human nature 
remain the same through all ages. But 
it is the duty of the church to re- 
interpret the truths she teaches for 
every age, 

_The aim of the church should be, not 
to give up the principles of religion 80 
aso make itself acceptable to science 
or philosophy, but so to adapt itself to 
culture that culture may be pervaded 
with the spirit of religion, and philoso- 
phy and science give serious considera- 
tion to its facts and doctrines.

Religion a Vital-Factor. 


EV. JACOB E. MEEKER, pastor 
R of the Compton Heights Congre- 
gational Church: I have been 
preaching that ever since I have been in 
St. Louis. Religion is not so much a 
question of Biblical critici or the 
theological discussion - of corti te texts 
as it is @ question of the application of 
the gospel of Christ to every phase 
of life. c 
The church must become aggressive 
along these lines. The big men of the 


Bible, like Isaiah and Jeremiah, were 
not men content to make social calls. 


'l Those fellows were prophets. They had 


great messages for the state and na- 
tion. They were bound up in political 
life as well as religious life. 

Religion and politics stand together or 
fall together. If Christianity cannot 
hold up politics, commerce and social 
life, they will all go down together. We 
cannot build a strong church’ with a’ 
weak political, commercial and social 
life. 

Dr. Aked is striking at vital issues. He 
is a man who has some sand in him. He 
can’t be backed into a corner and si- 
lenced. Clergymen and the church will 
have to get down to first principles of 
reform. It is folly to begin at the top. 
Better things only can come through a 
consecrated citizenship. If religion 
takes a man out of political and busi- 
ness life the less he has of it the 
better. 


Approbes Words of Aked. 


EV. EUGENE T. McFARLAND, 
R pastor of the Fourth Christian 
Cyurch: I thihk Dr. Aked ir 
right. The time has come for applied 
Christianity. There never has been a 
time in the world’s history when there 
has been such a demand for the prac- 
tice of Christianity as distinguished 
from its theory. 

The theory is all right. We all have 
that, but few of us practice it as we 
ought. he age in which we live af- 
fords exceptional opportunities for the 
manifestation and realization of the 
Christian religion. We have the oppor- 
tunity to show that our professions are 
real and that we are sincere. I believe 
greater victories are to be won for 
Christianity by faithful lives than by 
eloquent preaching. Sermons in shoes 
is what the world needs today. 


Golden Rule Needed. 


The world gets misconceptiong of 
Christianity by beholding only the theo- 
ries, which it regards as impractical 
until they are demonstrated in daily 
life in our dealings with our feliows. 
When the»-man in business applies the 
golden rule, when the man in politics 
votes as he prays, then will we have 
the realization of the Christian religion. 
That is what the world needs today. 

I am glad to say that I believe Chris- 
tianity is practiced more today than 
ever before. There is more benevolence, 
more fraternity. We are realizing that 
we are all brethren, all members of one 
great family. There is more humanity 
in the dealings of men with each other. 
There is a finer sense of the relations 
that exist between them than ever be- 
fore. 


Church Needs Social Revival. 


EV. JOSEPHUS STEPHAN, pas- 
R tor of the Shaw Avenue Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church: I believe 
the church is not doing al! that is de- 
manded of it along social lines. Tne 
tendency in the past has been to look 
after only the souls of men and to try 
to bring about their salvation, while 
neglecting the humanitarian side. Now 
the great demand ais for the church te 
give greater attex fon to the humani- 
tarian side. 

The tendency of Note has been to go 
to the other extfeme and neglect the 
spiritual side. If the humanitarian !s 
emphasized at thé expense of the spir- 
{tual there will be, greater failure than 
has resulted from the emphasizing of 
the spiritual at thé expense of the hu- 
manitarian. 

Just. now we arg@ineither one nor the 
other. We are getting away from the 
old spiritual lines and are not getting 
far enough alongjto meet the humani- 
tarian demands. “The two should go to- 
gether to insure the greatest success. 
They are in reality two hemispheres and 
one is necessary to she completeness of 
the other. 


Dr. Ahed’s Warning Old. 


EV. GILBERT EB. IRELAND, eity 
evangelist for the Christian 
Church: I knew Dr. Aked by re- 

pute when he was in Liverpool, and 
know him as,an able and fearless man, 
capable of a wide view and of logical 
deductions therefrom —a_ thoroughly 
trustworthy man. 

But in coming to this country from 
England ‘Dr. Aked perhaps was startled 
by the difference in religious conditions. 
Probably he found conditions here more 
leocse and unsettled than in the old 
country. 

The warning Dr. Aked gives, that the 
church jis losing ground and is in danger 
of being swamped, is an old warning, 
but the fear evidently is gaining ground. 
The church always has reason to be 
alert and certainly must always be in- 
terested in. all departments of human 
life and thought, in sympathy with all 
and energetic in seeking to permeate 
all with her best influences. 


Truth Is All-Powerful. 


The Doctor’s warning that the church 
must adapt itself to changes in the 
times and conditions around it, so as to 
get into the right attitude toward mod- 


servedly justified if the church as it is 
now organized in the world should be- 
come stilted’ or bigoted or self-satisfied. 
But the failure of the church would not 
mean the failure of Christianity, the 
church being its human element. 

But here is the church's secret of 
true success—that the truth inherent in 
Christianity is so adaptable as to fit it 
to meet eny attack and utilize the dis- 
covery of truth to its own advantage. 

Just to what extent the church should 
intérfere in domestic and political mat- 
ters is always a serious question. But 
the church’s moral and religious influ- 
ences will gain a hold on all human 
life, and will make for its sretee 
enrichment and uplift.

more apparent. 

I would not be surprised if it be true 
that many young persons are turned 
away from the church by what they 
would call “old-fogyism.” The church 
should not live so much in the past that 
it cannot meet the conditions of today, 
and Dr. Aked is right when he calls 
attention to the dangers of guch a 
course. It is a matter for the most 
thoughtful censideration. 


Fears Well-Founded, 


EV. JACOB G. KESSLER, pastor 
R of the First German Presbyterian 
Church: Dr. Aked fs right in| 
that the church unquestionably mist 
take into account modern conditions to 
some extent, and must meet them. There 
must be life in the church, and it must 
offer a vital interest for.every man—a 
compelling interest, s0 that he will fee] 
hé cannot do without the church. 

How far we are to go in that is the 
question. It is a matter that must be 
eonsidered carefully and prayerfully. 
Where young people of intelligence have 
been interested by the so-called “high- 
er criticism,” their questions should be 
answered frankly and _ convincingly. 
Modern issues must be met squarely, or 
all that Dr. Aked fears will come to 
pass. I think his fears are well found- 
ed.

Many Seeking Final Certifi- 
cate Refuse to Pay $4, and 
Remain Aliens. 


———— 





Some men are born citizens of the 
United States; some acquire citizenship, 
and some have citizenship thrust upon 
them. 

The latter used to be true to a marked 
degree about election time, and it pre- 
vails yet to some extent, notwithstand- 
ing the red tape which Congress recent- 
ly has wound about its naturalization 
business. 

The United States courts in St. Louis 
are receiving applicants for naturaliza- 
tion to the average number of 10 a 
month, and since March 1, 1907, there 
have been 2145 applications for first pa- 
pers. In the same length of time fina] 
papers have been granted to 1%. 

It is noticeable to those who watch 
the clerks at work with the applicants 
that they are frequently brought in by 
one man, who is employed by the city. 
He acts as interpreter. 

Government Is Vigilant. 

The possibilities for fraud in the issu- 
ance of naturalization papers has been 
rendered so remote, however, that the 
clerks pay no heed to the espionage un- 
der which an applicant appears. The 
Government has all but established a 
rogues’ gallery in the Naturalization De- 
partment, for the identification of nat- 
uralized citizens. 

After the application , is made, in- 
spectors connected with ‘the’ Department 
of Commerce and Labor investigate each 
petition for citizenship, tracing the an- 
swers the applicant has made toe the 
questions. If it is found that he has 
made false statements or is net en- 
titled to citizenship, the application is 
promptly rejected. 

In Washin#ton there is kept a file 
showing the name of each foreigner 
naturalized under the new law. It also 
shows his age, height, complexion and 
the color of his hair and eyes. 

The naturalization desk in United 
States Clerk Gray’s office is presided 
over by Deputies Edward Tobin and 
James Gray. To -the applicant they 
first furnish a. blank containing ques- 
tions to be answered by the alien mak- 
ing the declaration of his intention to 
become a citizen. Aside from a minute 
personal description of himself, he is 
required to state the date and place of 
his birth, his present residence, the 
port from which he emigrated to the 
United States and the name of the ves- 
sel on which he sailed, or say whether 
he walked over. cs 


May Vote After a Yea 
After this application has Seen on file 


for one year, the applicant may vote. 
After he has been a resident of the 
United States five years and has filed 
his declaration, he may petition for 
his final papers. 

In this petition he is required to tell 
everything he told in his first petition 
and also must include the maiden name 
of his wife and the place of her birth 
and must state the name and age of 
each of his children. He also must 
give evidence that he is a believer in 
government and is not a believer in 
polygamy. 

Isaac, Jacobson, who lives on Wash 
street, was considerably disgusted re- 
cently when he made application for 
his final papers. He discovered that 
the blank handed to him contained 
space for the names of only six chil- 
dren. 

“Here is place for only six,’”’ he ex- 
claimed to the clerk, +“and I have 1 
children... I should think your Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, with all his big family 
talk, would leave more place for chil- 
dren.”’ 1 

Additionm™ lines were drawn on the 
blank for Jacobson. 

For more than a year since the Fed-' 
eral courts in St. Louis have been /s- 
suing naturalization papers, thero has 
been only one applicant who announced 
himself a disbeliever in religion. 

Would Not Take Oath. 

A native of Australia declined to 
be sworn to his application. He said 
he would make affirmation the facts 
were true, but he would not take an 
Oath, as the existence of a Supreme 
Being had never been satisfactorily 
proven to him. 

Several Italians appeared before the 
clerk a few weeks ago. After they 
had looked at the forms, and the 
clerk had told them the cost of filing 
the first Papers would be $1 each, one 
exclaimed: 

“We wait about election time. The

If it 
don’t want me bad enough to give me 
the papers, I don’t want it.” 


Man Without Country. 

One of the more peculiar cases re- 
cently was that of a “Man without a 
country.” He was a German and ex- 
plained to the clerks he had been nat- 
uralized in Cincinnati in 1878, but that 
the Courthouse containing the record 
had burned, and he could not establish 


his citizenship. He said he wanted to 
be renaturalized. 

Under the new law, provision is 
made only for the naturalization of 
aliens. The clerks took the position 
that the German could not establish 
the fact he was a subject of the Ger- 
man Emperor, and that they could not 
issue first papers to a man who was 
already a citizen of the United States.

Sold Foed at Cost. 


Helery’s business pian, he often an- 
nounced, was to serve the best food 
obtainable at cost, and to depend on the 
bar for his profits.

A warrant was ordered to issue by 
the Court and in a short time Chief 
Morris was placed under arrest. 

Offical Signs His Bond. 

He was accompanied to the Courthouse 
by Frank L. McGowan, Supervisor of 
Assessments, who signed the bond for 
$5000. Chief Morris refused to discuss 
the affair, other than to say he did not 
compel anyone to contribute to the 
Yates campaign fund.

Grounds Too Small, 

Farman is disappointed in the size of 
the Brighton track, as the grounds will 
not permit him to make a turn in the 
dir. His aeroplane is very fragile and 
as the motion drives it at the rate of a 
mile in 9 seconds it would be smashed 
if it hit anything. 

Farman will only be able to fly 600 
yards. He will have to confine himself 
to straightaway flights within fifteen or 
twenty feet of the ground. In all his 
flights he will sail into the teeth of the 
wind to demonstrate the power and 
dirigibility of his aeroplane. 

Just befere’ his flight 100 small balloons 
will be sent up to determine.exactly the 
direction of the air currents. Mr. Far- 
man says the ground currents within 
the Brighton inclosure will make his 
flights difficult. An unexpected ground 
current is very apt to upset the equi- 
librium of an aeroplane because of the 
immense surface its wings present. 

Machine Has “Wings.” 

Running out from the eight-cylinder 
engine in the center are two immense 
doublé-decked planes. The frames of the 
planes are of spruce, the covering of 
white cloth, coated with rubber. Rigid- 
ity is given to the planes by hundreds 
of piano wires. 

The covering of the planes, which 
measure 82 feet across, is arched like 
the wings of a bird. Mr. Farman sits 
in a saddle seat, just in frorof the en- 
gine. The steering apparatus is con- 
trolled by a wheel set like the steering 
wheel of a racing automobile. A turn 
of the wheel to the right swings the 
cloth rudder in the stern to the right. 

The machine is made to ascend or de- 
scend by two six-foet guiding planes in 
front. The apparatus which controls 
them is attached to the siaft of the 
steering wheel. 

How Farman Flies. 

The shaft can be swung backward or 
fotward, and when it is moved the 
guiding planes tilt up or down. When 
Mr. Farman wants to sail higher he 
tilts the guiding planes upward. 

The machine weighs 1100 pounds. 

The 50-horsepewer engine operates a 
propeller with feur four-foot blades. The 
propeller is at the stern, as in a boat. 
The whole machine rests on four bicycie 
wheels, two large ones in front and two 
small ones in the rear. They are used 
at the start, and, when the machine 
alights, the wheels carry it along for 
some distance, thereby avoiding the 
danger of a smashup. 

After the aeroplane had been put to- 
gether yesterday afternoon, Mrs. Far- 
man climbed up a ladder, got into the 
navigator’s saddle and tested the steer- 
ing wheel. She wanted to satisfy her- 
Self that everything was all right.

Schroers’ Action 


Hurt Preetorious 
HE relationship between Schroers 
T and Mr. Preetorius had been 
pleasant up to this time. Mr. 
Preetorius, whose father had built up 
the great German newspapers, accord- 
ing to his friends, was greatly humili- 
ated at the defiant attitude assumed by 
Schroers and told him so. From that 
time the friction increased until it be- 
came necessary for Mr. Preetorius and 
his friends to purchase the stock of 
Schroers. 

While the City Council was investi- 
gating the city printing bids, the Post- 
Dispatch repeatedly called attention to 
the fact that the Star and Chronicle, 
with a much larger circulation than 
the Anzeiger, was doing the city print- 
ing at 2.8 cents a line, as against 7 
cents demanded by Schroers. 

This excessive price was pointed out 
as an unjust discrimination against the 
city, especially as the city, which is 
the largest user of German advertising 
space, was asked to pay three times 
what the same paper received from 
merchants for display advertising 
Small users of space could get a rate 
of from 2 to 3 cents a line in the An- 
zeiger. 

Schroers mado a determined effort to 
force the city to pay the high rate for 
the city printing. Neither Preetorius

Schroers’ Retirement 
Was Big Surprise. 
HE friction increased between 
= the principal owners of the 
German newsbapers and the 
English daily as Schroers apparently 
grew more defiant toward the City 
Council,- and insisted that it was 
wasting money by rejecting the bids 
and advertising for others. The in- 
official announcement of Schroers’ re- 
tirement from the German-American 
Press Association at a meeting yes- 
terday came as a distinct surprise. 
Apparently Schroers was much 
pleased over the deal he made in dis- 
posing of his stock. He said he re- 
ceived $117,000 for his 
which, with his other investments, 
would bring him a comfortable in- 
eome for the remainder of his life.

One report has it that he 
ewned almost one-third of the stock, 
while another report is that he held 
but 10 shares. Schroers indignantly de- 
nied a report that he had received less 
than $25,000 for his stock.

Kentuckians Who Indorsed. a 
Murder Taken From Jail 
by Mob of Fifty. 





TOWN IS UNDISTURBED 





Men Not Accused of Capital 
Crime Meet Death on. Bul- 
let-Scarred Oak. 





|Special to the Post-Dispatcn, 
RUSSELLVILLE, ky., Aug. 1—The 
sinister history of “Dead Man's Tree,”’ 
in the outskirts of Russeliviile, on the 
old Louisville and Nashville pike, was 
darkened with four more deaths today, 
when four negroes, not accused of any 
capital crime, were taken from the Jail 
and hanged by a mob of 6&0 ‘men, who 
moved with such precision and quiet 
that the town slept undisturbed through 
the lynching. 

‘‘Dead Man's Tree,” or “‘the old hang- 
ing tree,”’ as it is sometimes known, is 
a majestic old oak, with one horizonta! 
limb projecting across the pike at just 
a convenient height for the mob-hang- 
man’s noose. : 
Every lynching ever known in Russell- 
ville had this tree as scaffold and back- 
ground, and its aged limbs and trunk 
are scarfed with bullets fired into the 
swinging victims. 


Of a “Reformers’” Club. 
The negroes were Tom, Virgil and 
Robert Jones and Joseph Riley. .They 
were members of the ‘‘True Reformers’ 
Club,” an organization of regroes said 
to have insurance and burial as its only 
features. 
This club passed a resolution of ap- 
proval after Rufus Browder, one of the 
members, shot James Cunningham, a 
farmer, to death a week ago. Cunning- 
ham had discharged Browder for inso- 
lence. The negro was taken to Jail 
here, and there were threats then of a 
lynching, but the Sheriff saved him by 
taking him at night to Louisville, where 
he now is. ’ 
When the resolution indorsing the kill- 
ing became known to the officials here, 
they arrested the four negroes on 
charges of conspiracy. 
There seemed no bitter feeling against 
the four prisoners, and no special pre- 
cautionse taken to guard them. Last 
midnight 50 farmers, thought to be 
from the neighborhood where Cunning- 
ham lived, entered the town, surround- 
ed the Jail, and called Jake Butts, the 
Jailer, from his home adjoining it. 
Not Allowed to Dress. 
. When Butts .appeared he was ‘“‘cov- 
ered” with a dozen shotguns and com- 
manded to admit the mob to the Jail. 
After a brief parley he did so. The 
men dragged the. four negroes out. 
Two of them were not allowed time to 
dress, and were forced along the streets, 
barefooted and in their nightshirts. 
This note was pinned on one of the 
bodies: 
“Let this be a wariiing to you niggers 
to let white people alone, or you will go 
the same way. Hugh Rogers better 
shut up or quit.”

“ Scores County Lawlessness, 
Gov. Folk, at the Montgomery Coun- 


ty old settlers’ reunion at New Florence 
yesterday, delivered a stinging arraign- 
ment of St. Louis County lawlessness. 

He declared that St. Louis County had 
defied the State of Missouri and he pro- 
posed to enforce the law there at any 
His remarks were cheered by 12,- 
000 persons. 

The Governor said if reports he had 
received were true, conditions existing 


on Sunday in St. Louis County are be- 
yond endurance. He declared he would 
make a personal visit to the county to 
see for himself what is going on there. 
Jury Foreman Wants Militia. 

R. P. Denny, foreman of the St. Louis 
County Grand Jury, at Clayton last 
night told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he had not heard ot Gov. Folk’s offer 
of militia, and had not been apprised of 
the conference to take place today, but 
he stated he thinks the militia sugges- 
tion a good one. 

“The St. Louis County Grand Jury will 
reconvene Aug. 10,"’ Mr. Denny said, 
“and if at that time lawlessness in the 
county has not ceased, I shall take up 
the militia proposition with the jurymen 
and ask for a vote on it. 

“If the majority of the grand jurors 
favor the militia, we shall ask the Gov- 
ernor to send troops into the county to 
preserve order and enforce the law. 

“The grand jury is doing all possible 
to enforce the law, but we are not 
making a great deal of progress. If 
conditions In the county are the same 
tomorrow that they were last Sunday, I 
certainly shall urge the grand jury to 
ask for troops.’ 

Doesn’t Want Troops. 

Prosecuting Attorney Rowland L. 
Johnston told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he does not want militia sent into 
the county. 

““‘We are able to take care of our- 
selves,” Mr. Johnston said, “and I cer- 
tainly shall not ask for State troops. 
If they are sent by the Governor, of 
course I, cannot help it, but if they 
come and do not behave themselves I 
shall order them out.” 

Sheriff Herpel said he does not want 
militia in the county and declared he 
never would ask the Governor for aid. 

During last week the county officials 
made no move to enforce the Sunday 
closing laws today and indications are 
that the county resorts will be as wide 
open today and tonigh: as on other 
Sundays this summer.

Judge Wallace 


Pioneers at Montgomery County Reunion Show 
Their Faith in Governor, Also Hailing 


With Applause.

NEW FLORENCE,. Mo., Aug. 1.—Be- 
fore a crowd estimated at 15,000 Gov. 
Folk and Senator Stone battled for po- 
litical supremacy here today at the 
twenty-seventh annual reunion of the 
Montgomery County Old Settlers’ As- 
siciation. 

The Folk demonstration lasted 10 min- 
utes. Senator Stone’s admirers ex- 
hausted their enthusiasm in half that 
time. Each spoke 30 minutes. 

Senator Stone made a passionate ap- 
peal for support on the ground of his 
“unswerving fidelity to the Democratic 
party.’’ 

He criticised the Republicans; told of 
their efforts ‘to defeat the State pri- 
Mary law; c&Alled attention to the Re- 
publican landslide four years ago, but 
carefully refrained from mentioning the 
Democratic Waterloo that occurred in 
the middle of his administration as 
Governor; condemned the “mischief- 
makers,’’ whe were trying, he said, to 
inject persenal animosities into the sen- 
atorial campaign, and concluded with 


}a plea for his re-election to the United 


States Senate. 


Applauded Only Twice. 

It was observed that Senator Stone 
was applauded only twice during the 
course of his addréss; then only when 
he told a funtiy story to relieve the 
monotony of Republican denunciation. 

The, speech was devoid of any allu- 
sion to Senator Stone’s public or sen- 
atorical record. 

When he finished, Senator Stone hur- 
ried from the platform without neticing 
his senatorial rival, who sat directly 
behind him. 

Gov. Folk had listened carefully to 
the Senator’s remarks and the audience 
supposed that the Senater would re- 
turn the courtesy. 

But the fact that he did net take this 
view of the situation seemed te concern 
Gov. Folk less than anybody. 

The Governor’s speech was devoted 
largely to the achievements of his ad- 
ministration. He told how the racetrack 
Samblers were driven frem the State 
and the great crowd arose and cheered 
for five minutes. 

Then he spoke of “lawbreaking sa- 
loon Keepers,’’ and the words were fol- 
lowed by another outburst of applause.

LONDON, Aug. 1.—The wild, univer- 
sal public rejoicing when Robert Sic- 
vier, proprietor of The Winning Post, 
was acquited of the charge ~- of black- 
mailing J. B. Joel, again demonstrates 
the peculiar qualities that go to make 
up a popular hero, “a true sportsman,”’ 
in this country. 

Nor was the rejoicing confined to the 
mob before the court, which hooted 
Joel and his satellites. Sievier’s ad- 
mirers are found among the aristocrats, 
the owners of the great stables, “‘the 
smartest racing crowd’ in England. 

There was a remarkable scene when 
the news of Sieviers acquittal reached 
the grandstand at Goodwood, the most 
exclusive race meeting in this country. 
The King and Queen and other royal- 
ties was in the royal box, but at the 
news the throng of men who bear the 
proudest titles cheered frantically and 
dainty women of the _ highest fashion 
elapped their hands in appiause. 

The newspapers find themselves un- 
able to join in the laudation of Sievier 
as a good sportsman and lover of fair 
play. But the newspapers try to ex- 
plain and placate “‘the outburst of 
sportsmanlike feeling’’ by arguing that 
“Jakey”’ Joell’s character and antece- 
dents suficiently account for Sievier’s 
popularity. 

Not Complimeratary to Joel. 

This explanation certainly is rough 
on Joel. For a few years ago Sievier 
brought an action for libel against Sir 
James Duke, a prominent horse owner, 
who had called him the most oppro- 
brious names. Sievier lost his case, and 
as a sequel to the disclosures made at 
the trial the Jockey Club warned Sie- 
vier off the turf. This ban was re- 
moved only a year ago, when Sievier 
resumed his position among English 
sportsmen, who plainly think he 
adorns their ranks. The question Is 
now being asked whether in view of 
Joel’s admissions and disclosures of 
his more than shady past, the Jockey 
Club will warn him off the turf as 
they did Sievier when his libel suit 
failed. It’s 100 to 1 the Jockey Clu 
will take euch action, for Joel is 
fremendously wealthy, and, it is said, 
confidentially, many an aristocratie 
horse owner who hold their heads very 
high are indebted to him for large sums 
borrowed at critical moments. 

Thoughtful men admit the purchas- 
ing power of a few millions in no- 
where greater than in English so- 
ciety. And it Is recalled now that 
the Jockey Club, for no reason and 
grounds never explained, refused to 
grant Richard Croker a license to 


no 





train his horses on Newmarket Heath, 
an excommunication’ lesser only than 
that of being warned off the turf. 
The Jockey Club has cancelled this 
action since, and almost perforce, for 
it is universally admitted that no 
racehorse-owner in the Kingdom runs 
his horses with more absolute fair- 
ness than Mr. Croker. 


The glorification of Dorando, the 
Italian runner who strove gallantly 
to win the Marathon race at the 
Olympian games, continues in the 
London newspapers. Combined with 
it, of course, is the depreciation of the 
triumphs of Hayes, the American win- 
ner of the Marathon. Hayes is held 
guilty of an unpardonable lack of 
“true sportsmanship,’ in finishing the 
race when he saw Daronda, perfectly 
exhausted, almost senseless, being 
carried to the tape. 

Why Start At All? 

Helen Mathers, the novelist, 
presses the general feeling here in an 
open letter: 

“Tl venture to think that had Hayes, 
as a true sportsman, declined to lodge 
a protest against what, but for inter- 
ference have been an actual as well 
as a moral victory, the American 
would have received a magnificent 
ovation.” 

‘But for interference,” but for be- 
ing massaged and helped to stagger 
along by officials of the _ British 
Olympic committee, a flagrant vio- 
lation of every rufe of justice and 
fair play, Dorando could not have 
arisen even after his first fall. Yet 
true British sportsmen talk about the 
Italian’s “moral victory.” Their re- 
flections on Hayes* sportsmanship be- 
cause he did not surrender the crown 
won by an achievement superior in 
every way to Dorando’s are as ignor- 
ant as spiteful. For had Hayes done 
anything so absurd, even the British 
Olympic committee would have been 
powerless to give the race to Do- 


rando,

CHICAGO, Aug. 1—“Ne man ever 
lived whe could perform a miracle,”’ 
declared the Rev. Herbert L. Willett, 
professor of Semitic languages and lit- 
erature in the University of Chicago 
Divinity School, in an open lecture at 
Haskell Hall, which surpassed all re- 
cent utterances of the most liberal high- 
er critics, and held up orthedox re- 
ligious teachers as menaces te the ed- 


ucation of youth. 
His declarations have aroused a storm 


of protest among the clergy and ortho- 


4dox church members. But he has re- 


fused to recede, and has expressed 
even more radical views in regard to 
Bible narratives. 

The Rev. Mr. Willett divided the mira- 
cles ef the Old Testament into narra- 
tives apparently based on fact, but ex- 
aggerated, tales of miraculous happen- 
ings based on figures of speech, and 
these which violate not énly probabili- 
ty, but mora)s. 


Taught Santa Claus Tales, 


“We teach our children about Santa 
Claus,”’ he said, ‘and in the olden days 
the Jews taught truths in the same 
way by use ef the Old Testament. 

“The Old Testament miracles as nar- 
rated by the Old Testament writers are 
chiefly fanciful narratives based on 
fact or legend and should not be taught 
to children’ as literal descriptions of 


fact. , 


“All ancient literature is full ef fairy 


tales,” he centinued. “‘Afe we to believe 
all bad except those in the Hebrew 
literature, that all are good, or that 
there is falseheod and exaggeration in 
all, the Old Testament included? 


“The great miracles of the Old Testa- 


ment are not marvel stories, some of 


which are ‘fact and some of which are 


the work of imagination, but the growth 
of ethical ideas; the lives of great men 


who made history heroes, sages and 
martyrs of the faith; the use of law, in- 


stitutions, history and biography for the 


development of character; the produc- 
tion of the greatest literature of an- 
tiquity—the Old Testament—and the 
creation and fostering of the Messianic 
hope.”’ 

He sald he believed that in the old 
marvel-loving time there were men who 
“appeared to control nature, men who 
could heal as men of our own time have 
done, by commanding a sick one to be 
well and convincing him that he is 
well. 

Old Testament Inspired. 

“Call it hypmétism or what you will,” 
he declared. “I believe in the inspira- 
tion of the Old Testament, but in the 
inepiration of man and not in the mere 
words of the text. 

“The greatest religious teacher, Jesus 
Christ, ordinarily used fictien in order 
to teach the people religious truths. 
Primitive people are like children. We 
teach children at the present time by 
the use of stories, and the same prin- 
cipal was used by Jesus.” 

The Rev. Willett has been assistant 
professor of Semitic languages at the 
University of Chicago since 1896. In pre- 
vious lectures he criticised the Bible, as 
an inaccurate, fragmentary collection of 
writings, and inartistic from a literary 
point ef view. He is a member of the 
Christian Church and has published a 
number of books on theological subjects. 
He is now pastor-elect of the Memorial 
Church ef Christ.”

Mccording to the story told to the 
police by Fisher and his wife, Mrs. 
Nellie Fisher, both of whom are 


locked up at the’Carr Street Police 
Station, Wehrhahn went to Mrs, Fish- 
er’s room last Monday night, and 
asked the woman to buy a “can of 
beer.” Fisher was away. Mrs, Fisher 
says she ordered the man from the 
room and he went. 
Enters Room and Is Shot, 


Last night Fisher and the woman 
were sitting {n the reom, when there 
was a step on the stair, and Mrs, 
Fisher told her husband she believed 
Wehrhahn was coming again. 

The man entered the room, the door 
being open, and almost instantly there 
were two shots. Mrs. Minnie Shaeffer, 
who keeps the house, and whe also is 
locked up, told the police that the shots 
were fired almost as soén as the man 
reached the room. 

When Patrelmen Miller and Hayes 
reached the place, Wehrhahn was lying 
on the porch, and he died before the 
ambulance reached the house. The body 
was sent to the Morgue. 

Fisher, his wife and William Wright, 
a negro who accompanied Wehrhahn, 
all declared they did not know Wehr- 
hahn's name, but knew him only as 
Bob. In his straw hat were the initials 
“G. BE. W.” There were no papers in 
his clothing to identify him: 

Wright told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the man worked for the Glueck 
box factory. Isadore Glueck of 1884 
Blackstone avenue identified the man 
by the description, as his driver, and 
gave his name. He dtd not know his 
residence, but said he was married. The 
directory contains the name, but no 
street address. . 

Wehrhahbn was 2% years old, 6 feet 
high, weighed 150 pounds and had brown 
hair and blue eyes. There was a scar 
on the right arm, and a tattooed de- 
sign. On the left arm was tatooed the 
figure of a woman, with the initials, 
—T. >» e266 sR 

Told of Seeing Signal. 


Wright, the negro, said he and 
Wehrhahn were passing the house, in- 
tending to go fishing, when the man 
said: “Wait a minute; I see some- 
body waving at me.” He waved his 
arm, and entered the house, 

At the Police Station both Fisher 
and his wife told similar stories. They 
sald Wehrhahn entered the room, and 
Fisher asked him what he wanted. He 
grasped Mrs..qZisher by the arm, she 
said, and struck her in the eye. Her 
eye was black last night. 

As soon as the man struck Mrs. 
Fisher, Fisher said he fired two shots. 
One went wild. The other entered 
Wehrhahn’s right breast. Wehrhahn 
walked down the steps, and died on 
the porch.

Location of Polling Places May 
Be Learned by Telephoning 
Commissioners. 





Every citizen of St. Louls who was 
registered at last general election 
and who has not moved since will be 
eligible to vote at Tuesday's primaries, 
the first to be held under the new 
State primary law. 

Every citizen who was «c registered 
and whe removed his residence also will 
be eligible to vote if he has been trans- 
ferred to his new residence meaawhile. 
Other persons will not be eligible to 
vote, 

Under the new primary law, every cit- 
izen who enters the polling place in his 
precinct will be asked which party tick- 
et he wishes to vote. There are five— 
Democratic, Republican, Socialist, Pro- 
hibition and People’s. 

Must Announce Ticket. 

The voter must announce his ticket. 
He will then be handed a narrow slip of 
paper, 87% inches long, containing all 
the candidates of the party selected for 
whom voters in his particular precinct 
have a right to vote. The names for 
State and city offices will be alike, of 
course, in each of the 46 precincts, but 
they will differ in various precincts 
for congressional and legislative offices. 

Each ballot handed to the voter should 
have on it at the time the initials of two 
ef the judges of election of the pre- 
cinet. If they are not thereon, the voter 
has a right to demand that they be 
placed there, as their absence will in- 
validate his ballot. 

No voter is compelled to vote for 
somebody for each office. He may vote 
for candidates for as few or as many 
offices as he pleases. He may vote 


he must be careful in voting for any 
office to scratch all the names of those 
for whom he does not intend to vote. 


unscratched on his ballot for any office 
for which only one man is to be nomi- 
nated, his vote for this office is invali- 
dated altogether. 


for Circuit Judges is a vote for none. 
but any voter may vote for less than 
the required number—say, for twe Cir- 
cult Judges—and have those votes 
counted. : 
Throwing Away a Vote. 

No voter may vete for any man whose 
name does net appear en some ticket. 
And if he votes fer a man ‘whose name 
appears on, say, the Republican ticket, 
by writing it in’en ea Democratic bal- 
lot, he practically throws that vote 
away, as the vote will bé ceunted for 
the Republican as a Democrat and not 
added te the vete he gets as a Re- 
publican. 

Pencils are furnished at each polling 
place and the election commissioners ad- 
vise voters to do their scratching hori- 
zontally. Otherwise, they point out, the 
pencil marks may lap over into other 
names and make it difficult for the 
judges and clerks to tell the voter's 
meaning. 

There will be no occasion for the vo- 
ters to write any names, except for Cen- 
tral Committeeman. The principal use 
of the pencils will be to erase names 
for whom the voter does not desire to 
vote. It is recommended that the voter, 
in writing the name of his choice for 
Central Committeeman, write out the 
name in full to avold any doubt as to 
his meaning. 

After marking his ballot, the voter 
should watch to see that the judges 
mark the serial number on his ballot, 
for the absence of this number also in- 
validates the ballot. 

If a voter spoils a ballot in attempting 
to mark it, he may obtain a new ballot 
by returning the spoiled ballot to the 
judges. The law prohibits anyone from 
carrying a ballot—spolled or unspolled— 
from a polling place. 

The voter must use a pencil In mark- 
ing his ballot. Stickers containing the 
name of a candidate for central com- 
mitteeman are barred and so are any 
other kind of stickers or devices to ob- 
literate candidates’ names. The voter 
must do the actual scratching himeelf. 

The only blank space on the ballot is 
where the committeeman’s name is to 
be written. It is advised that every 
voter draw a line t..roug:. this space if

“Would you rather tramp than settle 
down and be decent?” “he was asked. 

“Would I? Why, of. course I would. 
The tramp is the only real aristocrat. 
He has no boss. He sleeps when he 
likes to. He eats when he feels hungry. 
When he is tired of one place he gets 
up and goes. His life is full of change 
and. novelty. 
ing. He. hasn't a care, Now isn’t that 
better than tying yourself to one place 
and being’ a slave to business, as you

FEW CASES FATAL HERE 








How Patients Are Treated 
When Suffering From Pros- 
tration or Insulation. 





It is ‘a rather paradoxical fact that 
St. Louis is probably one of the best- 
equipped big cities for the prompt and 


at the same time about the freest from 


this sort of summer casualty. 

The Citv Hospital ts fully equipped to 
take care of from 75 to 100 heat cases 
simultaneously, while so far, this sum- 
mer, there has not, at any time, been 
more than one heat victim under care 
at one time, and tnere have been not 
more than 15 such patients at the hos- 
pital during the entire warm séason. 
There has been but one death from 
heat alone at the City” Hospital this 
year, say the physicians-jn charge. 

Heat victim@ are car for at the 
City Hospital in what is known as the 
heat ward. This is a series of rooms in 
the basement of the hospital, on the 
north side. It is the coolest spot in the 
institution. The temperature there is 
rarely ag high as 9, and the normal 
temperature is several degrees below 
that. In this heat ward are tubs, ice 
and cots for 75 ratients. Nurses and 
doctors are available for that many. 

Three Classes of Victima. 


Heat victims are divided into three 
classes at the hospital—heat exhaustion, , 
heat prostration and insulation. When 
an ambulance is reported on the way 
to the hospital with a heat case the 
doctor in charge meets the vehicle at 
the west door and the patient’s case is 


diagnosed in three minutes. 
he patient is whisked from the am- 


bulance to the stretcher, the physician 
in charge determines the seriousness of 
the case, and in almost less time than 
it takes to tell it, the heat victim is un- 
dergoing treatment in the heat ward. 
In cases of heat exhaustion, the pa- 
tient merely collapses. His strength 
gives way. He is unable to move or 
go on with his work. But he does not 
lose consciousness. In such cases the 
patient is removed to a cot in the heat 
ward, and restoratives are applied while 
attendants rub the victim’s body. 

Heat Insulation. 
In instances of heat prostration, the 
patient loses consciousness and the tem- 
perature increases to 100 or more. The 
treatment is about the same as in cases 
of insulation. 

Cases of heat insulation are the worst 
with which the physicians have to deal. 
The victim collapses, loses conscious- 
ness and may become delirious. In in- 
sulation and prostration the victims are 
immersed in tubs of hydrant water of 
normal temperature. 

After several minutes, small pieces of 
ice are put in, two or three at a time, 
and the patient’s body is rubbed vigor- 
ously. Stimulants are forced down the 
throat or injected hypodermically if the 
victim cannot be induced to swallow. 

Watch the Temperature. 

In insulation the sufferer’s tempera- 
ture is usually 107 or 108, or higher. The 
temperature is taken every five min- 
utes by the attending physician and 
when it drops to 100 or 102, the victim is 
removed from the water and placed on 
a cot, where the body is covered with 
blankets and surrounded with hot-water 
botties. hig is to prevent the tempera-

propriate by Pageants at Quebec, 
Oxford, Chelsea and in Scotland. 


N CONNECTION with the historical pageant 
| planned to celebrate the one hundredth an- 
niversary of the incorporation of St.- Louis, 


on Nov. 9, 1909, many St. Louisans who have 


given the subject study have suggested a repre- 


;sentation of.the landing of Laclede as the most 


striking and important incident in the history 


..of the city, and the one most susceptible of artis- 
;'tic treatment. 
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In all pageants remembered for their magnifi- 
cence and beauty, such as those at Oxford and 
Chelsea and in Scotland and at Quebec, most of 
their praise was won by water scenes, either by 


day or by night. The great flood of the Mis- 
sissippi River would be an ideal setting, it is de- 
clared, for a gorgeous and memorable living pic- 
ture. 

Creeping upstream toilsomely would appear a 
flotilla of crude and ill-shapen boats, a-glitter 
with all the color and metallic splendor of a sev- 
enteenth century armament. As they neared, 
the youthful figure of the commander, Pierre La- 
clede Liguest, would be made out standing in 
the bow of the van boat, hf bearing instinct 


with the spirit of high emprise. About him would 
be grouped a band of sturdy warriors, in the bril- 
lant colors and steel accoutrements of their age. 

Then would be seen the laborious figures of the 
oarsmen, unexhausted by a hundred day’s strug- 
gle against the current of the Father of Waters, 
for their journey had begun at New Orleans. 

Curious merchandise, to be exchanged with the 
Indians for furs, would sink some of the craft 
almost to the gunwales. Slowly, but indomita- 
bly the little fleet would sweep past, the captain 
scrutinizing the shores for the spot in which to 
locate a trading post in Upper Louisiana. 

In the Meantime, the banks would become alive 
with feathered Indians and their squaws, the 
bravés forgetting their impassiveness to point 
with wonder and admiration it the unwonted 
spectacle, and to make gestures perhaps of friend- 
liness to the strangers. Smoke would rise from 
painted wigwams, arrows would speed Marmlessly 
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upward, and tufted spears would glitter as they 
were agitated in the sun. Cries of welcome would 
shrill across the water, and even the papooses 
would leap on their mothers’ shouldera. 

After a trip up the river towards Baden, La- 
clede and his band would turn about and speed 
swiftly back with the current to the spot which ~ 
had impressed his sagacious eye as he passed— 
the foot of what is now Walnut street, St. Louis. 

As the boats grated on the beach, the squaws 
would rush into the water to drag the keels 
ashore. Forth would tread the great Laclede, 
conscious, perhaps, of the epoch !e was founding 
—the establishment of the future capital of a 
mighty empire. 

Such a spectacle, it is believed, would fulfill all 
the purposes of the proposed pageant, by pro- 
viding a brilliant and artistic representation of 
the fundamental fact in the history of the city. 

It was in 1763 that the firm of Maxent, Laclede 
& Co., established in New Orleans, decided to 
found a trading post near the mouth of the Mis- 
souri. The junior partner was chosen to head 
the expedition, because of his youth, his resource- 
fulness and his adventurous spirit. 

His first stop was at the settlement of Ste. Gen- 
evieve, which he did not find to his llking. He 
continued northward to the mouth of the Missouri, 
and then returned to the site which was to be- 
come St. Louis, the metropolis of the immense 
Southwest.

on a counterfeiting charge the other 


day. If the accused attorney is 
guilty, his case presents a curious il- 
lustration of a phase of human nature 
that philosophers have pondered ever 
since the story of Adam and Dve and 
the forbidden fruit began to beguile 
idle hours in the early cave life of 
the human race. 


Brown enjoyed very nearly every- 


“a th'ng that makes life worth while. 


He had achieved success in his pro- 
fession. He had unusual intellectu- 
al gifts. He was the husband of a 
woman who loved him devotedly. He 
had a little daughter who was the 
idol of his heart. He hau a high 
place in the. business an@ social life 
of Danville. 

Now people all over Southern IIli- 
nois are asking themselves: ‘Did 
this man, whose life should have 
been so clean and happy, yield to a 
strange, irresistable temptation—the 
old temptation of the forbidden fruit 
—which is to send him out of the 
Eden he might have continued liv- 
ing in?” 

There are certain moments in the 
lives of some men when desire to 
counterfeit money holds an overpow- 
ering fascination. They do not per- 
mit themselves to be deterred by the 
recollection that few, if any counter- 
feiters escape. . 

They do not hold back tn dread of 
the disgrace which would overwhelm 
them if detected. They de not listen 
to the still, small voice of conscience 
and honor. 

They are money mad and the de- 
sire to possess more and more money 
leads them headlong into crime: That 
hunger for money is like the hunger 
for the forbidden fruit. 

No mere law, statutory or moral, 
can hold them back when the fever 
is on. Is Charles Brown of Dan- 
ville an illustration of what such 
money madness will lead even good

Recently the secret service men 
were ready to nab the suspect, but 
the arrest was postponed for a unique 
and dramatic reason, Brown’s daugh- 
ter, a winsome miss of 3 years, was 
critically ill. The detectives decided 
not to make an arrest until the child 
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broke it open, she was in entire ig- 
norance of its contents. The desk 
always had been a mystery to her, 
she said. 

Brown was taken before a United 
States Commissioner and his bond 
fixed at $5000.. He made the bond and 
was released to await the action of 
the Federal grand jury. 

He has maintained the greatest 
reticence regarding his arrest and the 
things found in his home. He denies 
his guilt, however, and inerély says:

“His Arrest Dramatic. 


The actual arrest was éven more 
dramatic than any incident preced- 
ing it. Brown was taken into cus- 
tedy in his own house, in the pres- 
ence of his wife and of the little girl 
whose illness had given him a brief 
reprieve. He took his arrest calmly 
and expressed confidence that there 
had been some great mistake, which, 
though painful, would be speedily 
rectified. 

His wife was of the same opinion, 
for she had all confidence in her hus- 
band. He professed to believe, and 
she undoubtedly did believe, the 
whole matter would be set right at 
once and the suspect fully vindicated. 

Then came the climax. One of the 
detectives walked up to the attorney's 
private desk, broke it open and took 
out a set of counterfeit molds. Brown 
was visibly affected. 

“My God, this will ruin me,” the 
detectives declare he exclaimed. 

The detectives searched in the cel- 
lar and say they found there other 
apparatus belonging to a counter- 
feiter's outfit. They assert that it is 
One of the most complete they ever 
saw and must have cost the owner at 
least $1000. 

With the molds and other tools 
were found a large number of com- 
bination silver disks—2000 the size 
of a half-dollar, 1000 the size of a 
quarter and 600 the size of a $5 gold 
piece. 

They also found molds for making 
hickels and dimes. But no spurious 
coins were discovered. | 

The detectives say Mrs. Brown, 
weeping, admitted to them that her 
husband never had permitted her to 
see what was in his private desk, and 
that, until the officers appeared and 


For days afterward B:own’s arrest 
was the topic of discussion every- 
where in Danville, in the homes, on 
the streets, In the stores and in the 
offices. It was difficult for the people 
of the city even to suspect such a man 
of crime. 


But Brown’s is not the only recent 
case that has called to the public 
mind the lure of the counterfeit. An 
incident almost as striking and dra- 
matie occurred a day or two before 
ai New Albany, Kan. There a ven- 
erable physician, a man of the high- 
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rest on a charge similar to that upon 
which Brown was taken irto custody 
at Danville. 

This man, Dr. D. J. Counterman, 
is 70 years of age. He has been 
practicing his profession at New Al- 
bany, though of late years he has 
been unable to 4evote himself to med- 
icine as he did when younger. How- 
ever, he was highly respected and, in 
addition, was possesse¢ of property 
and means. 


An Aged Man Confesses. 


The arrest of the aged physician 
was made as the result of a cunfes- 
sion by Alfred Feter, who was caught 
ant Fort Scott, Kan., passing worth- 
less coins. Feter is 60 years old and, 
like Dr. Counterman, has been 
esteemed by the people of Wilson 
County, in which New Albany is lo- 
cated. 

Aiter Feter confeased United States 
secret service officiuls made a search 
of the Counterman home and found 
a large quantity of countcrfeit money. 
together with a complete outfit for 
inaking the same. An examination of 
this equipment is said to have re- 
vealed a remarkable fact, namcly, 
that the tools gave evidence of hav- 
irg been used for a long period of 
time, probably t+. years. . 

People in the section of Kansas in 
which Dr. Counterman practiced are 
now asking themselves: ‘Can it be 
possible that this apparently respec- 
table old man, when he reached the 
age of 60 and his years began to 
hamper his practice of medicine, ac- 
quired a knowledge of counterfeit- 
ing and took to that precarious and 
criminal occupation to gorge his 
purse during the last stage of his 
long and otherwise honorable life?” 

If the evidence in the old man’s 


est standing, was placed under ar- forthcoming trial should answer that 
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PECIAL policemen are detailed 
S in St. Louis to protect the life 
and limb of school children. 
These officers are on duty about the 
larger public schools. They stand in 
the middle of the streets and see to 
it that the boys and girls are piloted 
safely across the car tracks and that 
they get from one side of the street 
to the other without being run down. 
One of the most difficult assign- 
ments of this kind is held by a police- 
man who stands in Grand avenue in 
front of Central High School, every 
day during the months of the school 
year. He is a rather elderly, though 
acile and powerful man, and has had 
the assignment so long that he is an 
expert in handling the throngs of 
children who attend the school. 

On Grand avenue in front of the 
school there are double car tracks 
over which run both the Page and 
Grand avenue cars. Cars are numer- 
ous on both these lines and almost all 
the time one or more cars are 
ing the school in one or both direc- 

ons. 
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n the morning these cars are 
crowded with children, books in hand, 
on the way to school. Every car that 
stops disgorges a crowd of them. If 
the crowd happens to get off a car on 
the west track the children will have 
to cross the east track to get to 
school, which is on the east side of 
Grand avenue. 

This is often dangerous, for they 
dash off toward the school as soon 
as they alight, sometimes without 
looking to see if any car is advancing 
toward them on the opposite track 
Then the skill of the policeman !+ 
called into play. He waves down the 
oncoming car and “shoos” the chil- 
dren deftly across the tracks. 

The policeman is always on the 
alert. He must not allow his atten- 
tion to be diverted for a moment from 
his work. If he did some rash young- 
ster might be ground to pieces in a 
twinkling. 

But the policeman on duty at the 
Central High never does al- 
low his thoughts to wander. He 
keeps his eyes and his attentign 
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question in the affirmative, then 
there will be revealed a curiour dis- 
tortion of character more remarkabdle 
in some respects even than the ca- 
reer of Lawyer Brown of Danville, 
if the latter really is a counterfeiter. 

In the meantime the venerable doc- 
tor has been placed in Jail in Uoi- 
feyville, Kan. Those who know him 
pity him deeply, for they say it would 
be most pathetic if this old man 
should have to spend the last few 
years of his long life as a convict. 
The secret service men deciare, huw- 
ever, that such a culmination is proo- 
able. 

Such are the two most remarkable 
recent cases of alleged counterfeiting, 
but the annals of the “coinacker,” as 
the counterfeiter is sometimes called, 
are replete with all sorts of romances 
and strange, perplexing problems of 
human nature. ; 

Among detectives, counterfeiters 
are looked upon as the aristocrats of 
crime, That is because anyone en- 
gaging in that practice must have 
Iong preliminary training, both as to 
the theory of the art, as well as to 
its actual workings. 


Aristocrats of Crime. 


Counterfeiting, to be successful even 
for a limited time, requires the skill 
of the finest engravers, together with 
an intimate knowledge of the na- 
tional circulating medium, to say 
nothing of a vast fund of information 
needed in passing spurious green- 
backs or coin. 

The most celebrated counterfeit- 
e:s who ever carried on their nefari- 
ous occupation in the United States 
were W. BH. Brockway and Charles 
H. Smith. They are as famous in 
the history of counterfeiting ag 
Raphael and Michael Angelo are in 
art 


Smith was one of the most gifted 


engravers in the world. He’ pog- 
sessed marvelous skill in various de- 
partments of the art a mastery of any 
one of which was enough to give any 
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Protect School

’ These are the remarkable questions 
/raised in the public mind by the ap- 
proaching arraignment of Irvin Car- 
ter. If the Carters did plen in a 
family.council an. if Irvin was se- 
fected by that council to kill a man, 
' the case presents a set of facts with- 
ont parallel in criminal] jurisprudence 
- of the West, yet typical of folk insti- 
tutions that form one of the most 
— phases of life in America to- 
ay. 
In its legal aspect the case is 
extraordinary. In_ its ethnological 
aspect it is of the liveliest interest. 
It is the charge relative to the family 
council, upon which, it is believed 
the prosecution will insist, that lifts 
this case far above the ordinary..- 

I consider the charge that a family 
council ‘decreed the murder of Tom 
Bagby important for two reasons: 
First, because, under the law, each 
person participating in the delibera- 
tions of such a cour il would be of 
equal guilt with the person who actu- 
ally did the killing; and, second, be- 
cause the family council itself is a 
» curious survival of a custom as old 
as mankind. 

The family council, however, is an 
anachronism in the United States; a 
- strange, musty relic of feudalism, en- 
tirely foreign to the spirit of repub- 
lics and to the political constitution 
of the United States. The existence 
today in this country of the family 
council], such as is charged to hav 
been held by the Carters, is an eth- 
nological] fact worthy of consideration 
by any student. 

That a family council was held is 
admitted. That the family council 
discussed the situation which ulti- 
mately led to the killing of Bagby is 
admitted also. 

And it is charged by Attorney J. H. 
» Whitecotton of the prosecution that 
the council voted Bagby’s deatn. But 
- that point has neither been denied 
nor confirmed. The details of what 
was said and what was determined 
in the council are still loc’ed as se- 
crets In the bosoms of the Carters. 

It is known who attended the coun- 
cll, Those present were: David Car- 
-ter and his wife, Irvin Carter, Beulah 
Carter and George Harris, brother of 
Mrs. Carter and uncle to Irvin and 
Beulah. 

J* is known that Harris was sum- 
moned to the Carter home that he 
Migr. participate in the deliberations 
of the family. He admits that, when 
he learned the subject matter to be 
discussed in the council, he brought 
his revolver with him. 

The exact number of sessions held 
by the council is a point yet in ob- 
seurity. Harris, who testified at the 
preliminary hearing of Irvin Carter, 
was asked the direct question of how 
many conferences the family held. 
.His reply was: “We talked about 
Bagby all the time.” 

This man Harris—‘“Uncle George” 
as he is known to the Carter children 
has admitted advising the killing 
_Of Tom Bagby, or at least that he said

“EVERY MEMBER IS GUILTY.” 
By CHARLES P. JOHNSON, 
Former Lieutenant-Governor of Missouri and distinguished 
criminal lawyer. 

HE BAGBY-CARTER case is unique. In all my ex- 
perience I never heard of another case like it. 
many respects it is the most remarkable murder 

case in the history of Missouri. 

If Irvin Carter shot Tom Bagby under instructions from 
a family council, every member of that council is guilty as an 
accessory before the fact, and liable to the same punishment 


That point was fully decided in the famous Catholic riot 
cases in Philadelphia before the war. A mob attacked Cath- 


partook of its spirit but who did no actual violence, were 
arrested and charged with murder as accessories before the 


However, the mere attendance upon a council which 
voted a murder would not incriminate. It would have to be 
shown that any person took some actual part in the delibera- 
tions of the conference other than merely attending in si- 
lence to prove that person guilty of being an accessory 
before the fact. Therefore, as yet, there is no evidence upon 
which Mr. and Mrs. Carter or their daughter Beulah could 
be convicted on such a charge. : 

The fact that the family met and discussed young 
Bagby, who later was killed by a member of the family for 
reasons discussed in the conference, makes the case a notable

the latter. It also has been brought 
out in the evidence that, at one ses- 
sion of the family council prior to the 
arrival of Harris, it was decided 
merely to» warn Bagby to remain 
away from the Carter. home. Murder, 
according to the evidence, was not 
discussed or advocated by anybody 
until after “Uncle George” appeared 
on the scene with his revolver and his 
declaration of what he would do were 
Beulah his daughter or sister. 

The facts also indicete to me that, 
even though the large ‘amily council 
attended by five persons, did not de- 
cree death to Bagby, yet that decree 
war made by a smaller family cci.nec'! 
attended by Irvin and “Uncle 
George.”’” There is no doubt in my 
mind about the understanding be- 
tween these two, for they ‘“‘watched” 
alternate nights until Bagby finally 
arrived and was killed, and while 
each was on watch there were fire- 
arms in the room he occupied. 

Another fact, which seems to me to 
be of the utmost importance, is the 
change in the family sleeping ar- 
rangements following the sessions of 
the family council after the arrival 
of the pistol-carrying “Uncle George.” 
Beulah slept in another room than 
her own and “Uncle George” and Irv- 
in took turns in doing a sort of sen- 
try duty in her usual bedroom. 

It is known from Beulah’s own tes- 
timony that Tom Bagby, when he had 
& tryst with her, announced his pres- 
ence by appearing at her window and 
tapping until she was aroused. There- 
fore, it was expected by Irvin Carter, 

Uncle e,” and, I should say, 


by the whole family, that, when Car-. 


ter did reappear after the family 
council had been held. it was likely 
to be at night and at Beulah’s win- 
dow. aN 

Therefore, when Irvin and “Uncle 
George’ watched on alternate nights, 
it was in Beulah’s room. and, accord- 
ing to “Uncle George’s” testimony, 
there were in that room each night a 
loaded shotgun and “Uncle George's” 
owD revolver. The testimony has 
shown that the shotgun stood against 
the wall and the revolver on “a 
siand.,”’ 

I can not see how this sleeping ar- 
rangement could have been entered 
into without the knowledge, and, 
probably, the approval of the entire 
family. The whole family must have 
been aware of the presence in the 
watchroom of the two weapons. My 
understanding of the evidence is that 
no attempt was made to conceal 
these things from any member of the 
family. 

To me these facts indicate the 
whole family to have been informed 
of a plan to kill Bagby and such a 
general umerstanding of the situa- 
tion, it seems to me, tends to show 
an arrangement entered into by the 
whole family. If this be true the ar- 
rangement must have been made in 
the family council, I should say. 

Another question—and one of the 
utmost importance, in my opinion—is 
this: “Was Tom Bagby lured to the 
Carter home on the night of his 
death by two notes, one purporting to 
be from David Carter and the other 
from Beulah, both inviting him to 
call on the girl?” That question has 
been raised by queries propounded in 


the examination of witnesses at the 


| preliminary hearing. 


The attorneys for the prosecution 
say they will try to prove that, when 
Tom Bagby failed to show up at the 
Carter place after the family council 
sat on him, notes were written which 
led @im to believe his attentions to 
Beulah would no longer be opposed 
by her family. An attempt will be 
made to show that those notes were 
written at the dictation of the family 
council. 

I have been informed that members 
of Bagby’s family will swear that he 
received such notes and that he ex- 
hibited what purported to be a writ- 
.en message from Carter and his 
daughter, giving him permission to 
visit the girl The same witnesses, I 
understand, will swear tnat, on the 
night of his death, when he rode 
horseback to the Carter home, young 
Bagby carried in his coat pocket the 
notes he had exhibited. 

However, after the kiiling, and 
when an official examination of the 
body was made there were no such 
notes found. What became of the 
notes, if there were any? The prose- 
cution will try to prove that the; 
were taken from Bagby’s’ pocket 
after the shooting. Indeed, “Uncle 
Jeorge,” while on the witness stand, 
was asked if he knew anything about 
such notes. He replied in the nega- 
tive. 

It seems to me, if it can be estab- 
lished that such notes were written, 
it may prove beyond a doubt that the 
family council not only decreed Bag- 
by’s death, but also determined he 
should be slain even if it became nec- 
essary to entrap him into visiting the 
Carter homestead. I regard the charge 
relative to those alleged notes from 
Peulah and her father as serious in 
deed. | 

What were the ancestry and ante- 
cedents of the Carters? I have no 
definite information on that point 
but I do know that Virginia was set- 
tled originally by a class of people 
who came over from feudal England 
and that these people, bringing with 
them old English customs, such as the 
family council, often migrated to 
Kentucky and thence to Missouri. 
This migration, as all such migra- 
tions do, followed the parallel of lati- 
tude. 

The result was that Missouri’s early 
population was made up to a great 
extent of these English Virginians, 
who kept alive ancestral customs, 
ideas and vocabularies. In the moun- 
tains of Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Virginia customs and words of Eliza- 
bethan England still survive in the 
daily life of the people. The same 
is true in many portions of Missouri. 
It is true, perhaps, among the hills of 
Randolph County, in which Hunts- 
ville, Mo., is located. 

So, I can imagine ancestors of the 
Carters (their name is Virginian) 
coming first from England and then 
through Virginia and Kentucky to 
Missouri, retaining ancient institu- 
tions. I do not know that to be a fact 
concerning the progenitors of the 
Carter family, but it is a fact with 
regard to many Missouri families. 

And here the ethnographical inter- 
est manifests itself. And to the stu- 
dent of anthropology*the charge that 
the Carters held a family council and 
planned therein a murder is of inter- 
est equal to that of the lawyer in con- 
sidering this peculiar case. 

The family council is almost as old 
as the family itself and ethnologists 
say the family was coéval with the 
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transition of man’s ancestors trom 
earlier forms to the higher form of 
ape life. But the family council, as 
we now understand it, is a legac; 
from the feudal Middle Ages. 

In Elizabethan England the family 
council had attained a high degres of 
development, but was not recognized 
at law. It was a domestic instity- 
tion, depending for its dignity and 
authority on the inherent regard for 
the family inborn in every breast. The 
decisions of the family council coyld 
not be enforced in the courts, put 
they had the sanction of public oujn- 
ion, without which not even @ co: +t 
decision or a statutory law can be ¢,, 
forced.

In the Blue Ridge the English of 
Shakspeare is spoxen and at Cumber- 
land Gap, Ky., and in “Bloody Breath- 
itt” County, in the same State, there 
has been but slight modification in 
the habits, ideas and thoughts of the 
people in centuries. 

So, in many of these localities, the 
family is still of more importance 
than the individual. An injury to any 
person is likely to result in a pro- 
ivupct feud between the family of the 
injured person.and th: family of his 
assailant. These feu; are handed 
down from generation to generation 
and ofsen Tesilt In th loss of many 
lives long after the or.ginal cause of 
the inter-famfly wrath has been for- 
gotten in the musty past. 

In such communities the family 
council—the same family council that 
the England of Elizabeth knew— 
flourishes unchanged today. It has 
the same importance in the minds of 
the people and the same authority. 
over the individual. 

Was the killing of Tom Bagby a 
dramatic illustration of that fact? 
That is for the courts, not me, to say. 

It is a source of wonder to travelers 
and students—this curious. survival 
of customs centuries old. The world 
wonders when the news is published 
that there are people in America to- 
day whose lives have been so lightly 
affected by the tremendous progress 
of the last three centuries. 


However, the family council] idea 


often is used intelligently by many 
families high in the social] scale and 
of unquestioned culture. Old Jay 
Gould, when he came to make his 
will, inserted a provision that mar- 
riages and certain other matters in 
the lives of his children and heirs 
should be settled in a family council. 

The world has recently been given 
another striking illustration of the 
family council in high places. Such 
conferences have been held by the 
royal house of Italy, which has had

O. S. Weinbrenner of Webster 
Groves declared that about the same 
time Laclede J. Howard accosted him 
one night in Maplewood and inquired 
the way to Mrs. Leafgreen’s home in 
Greenwood, a subdivision of the town. 

Mrs. Leafgreen’s belief in the resur- 
rection of her former husband from 
the dead was so firm that she left 
Leafgreen and has not since lived 
with him. 

All this time, she says, she had not 
coupled “C. H. Howard's’ identity 
with that of the millionaire brick 
maker. It was not until he died, 
April 15, 1903, and she saw accounts 
of his death and photographs of him 
in the newspapers, that she says she 
became convinced Laclede J. How- 
ard and Charles Henry Howard were 
one and the same man. 

It was admitted by lawyers that up 
tu this point Mrs. Leafgreen had 
established a case of remarkable 
strength. But as victory seemed in 
sight, the defense hurled a bomb- 
shell among her evidence by pro- 
ducing a man who, despite the cer- 
tain destruction of his home and a 
promising political career, and the 
confession involved that he was a 
bigamist, swore that he, and not La- 
clede J. Howard, was the man who 
married Alameda Moore in Decatur, 
Jan. 15, 1883, under the assumed name 
of Charles Henry Howard. 

This made a nine days’ wonder in 
St. Louis and in the State of Wash- 
ington, which was heightened by the 
fact that the new witness was the 
founder and Mayor of Tumwater, 
Wash., had served a term in See 
State Senate, and had received a 
flattering number of votes vag a 
candidate for the United States Sen- 
a Jeff n Miller, a 
He was Thomas Jefferso® , 
prosperous and‘ honored business 
man, married, and the father of a 
10-year-old son. Upon his disclosures, 
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his wife at once left him and went to 
relatives in British Columbia. He 
filed a suit for divorce against “Mary 
Moore, alias Howard, alias Leaf- 
green,” and eventually won a decree 
by default. In the meantime he wag 
stricken by heart disease, caused by 
the scandal which he had brought 
down upon himself and his innocent 
family, and barely escaped death. 

Mrs. Leafgreen at once denounced 
him as an imposter and declared her 
belief that he had been “opportunely 
found by the other parties to the 
case.”’ Attorney O’Connor offered to 
pay Miller’s expenses to St. Louls if 
he would appear on the stand here. 
But Miller has absolutely refused to 
leave Washington. 

However, Attorney Johnson took 
half a dozen old residents of Palmer 
to Tumwater, and with but one ex- 
ception, they positively declared the 
Mayor to be the man they knew in 
Christian County, Illinois, a quarter 
of.a century ago as Charles Henry 
Howard. 

Miller consented to make a deposi. 
tion, which laid bare his adventurous 
youth, successfully concealed during 
many years of respectability. “Wher 
he reached the alleged entrance of 
Meda Moore into his life, his recital 
tallied so closely, not only in details 
of events, but even in diction, with 
& deposition previously made in At- 
torney Johnson's office by Mrs.

He iden- 
tified as his own handwriting the 
signature, “Henry Howard,” which 
appears as that of the bridegroom on 
the record of Meda Moore’s first mar- 
riage. 

He was under the impression, he 
declared, that the marriage was in- 
valid because he had given an as- 
sumed name, and left his bride after 
two days because of trouble with her 
mother. 

Judges Crews of the Probate Court 
and Kinsey of the Circuit Court gave

Miller's deposition, which he had 
made at 80 great a personal sacrifice. 
Nevertheless a number of persons 
who knew Charles Henry Howard at 
Palmer, were confident that Miller 
was as far from being he as a man 
could be. H. gs. Baldwin, a Chicago 
detective, who was railroad agent at 
Palmer in 1881-2, saw Miller in Tum- 
water, and said he was positive he 
was not C. H. Howard. On the con- 
trary, he identified a picture of La- 
clede J. Howard ag that of the man 
who married Meda Moore. This was 
also the testimony of Charles H. 
Stockton, a Palmer farmer. and Sey- 
mour Fitch, Deputy Inspector of 
Weights and Measures in Chicago. 
Mrs. Louise J. Brewer of St. Louis, 
but formerly of Palmer, testified that 
Laclede J. Howard admitted to her in 
1908 that he was the husband of Mrs. 
Leafgreen, and asked her to keep his 
secret because he had remarried. 
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Mrs. Maggie H. Lockwood of St. 
Louis, mother of Mrs. Leafgreen, 
identified a picture of Laclede J. 
Howard as that of the man who mar- 
ned her daughter in Decatur, and de- 
tlared that a photograph of Miller 
bore no resemblance whatever to 
“Charles Henry Howard.” 

She testified that the mysterious 
bridegroom was in 1883 very tall, 
stoopshouldered, dark and middle- 
wed, that his hair was thin, his eyes 
ther brown or dark blue, and his 
‘ight ear defective, as if the upper 
lobe bad been sheared with a knife. 
This description exactly fitted La- 
clede J. Howard. 

Miller, on the contrary, is only 5 
feet 5 inches tall, has a full head of 
black hair, and has no deformity of 
eliher ear. Like Laclede J. Howard's 
his complexion is swarthy, and be- 
tween the two there is a certain re- 
semblance about the eyes, nose and 
mouth. 

Among former residents of Palmer 
who emphatically identified Miller as 
Charles Henry Howard were Archie 
Glover, A. E. Boyd (whom Mrs. Leaf- 
green sued years ago as one of the 
bondemen of her guardian), Mrs. 
Martha Randall of Seattle, Mrs. So- 
phie Compton of Maple Falls, Wash., 
and Mrs. Henrietta Haines of Port- 
land, Ore. 


Differences in W 

One of the most interesting and 
important phases of the case Was a 
comparison of handwritings. Indeed, 
Judge Kinsey stated that he was 
largely influenced to find for the 
defendant because of pronounced dif- 
ference between the writing of “Hen- 
ry Howard” in the signature to the 
marriage record, and that of Laclede 
J. Howard: and by equally emphatic 
resemblances between the signature 
and the writing of Thomas J. Miller. 

The Judge examined the three 
handwritings made at about the 
same dates. The marriage record 
was dated Jan. 15, 1883; the entry in 
the order book made by Laclede J. 
Howard was dated either Jan. 11 or 
Jan. 15, 1883: and Miller's writing 
was an inscription in a book given to 
his sister Dec. 25, 1889. 

A microscopic examination of the 
handwritings made for the Post-Dis- 
patch revealed similarities between 
the script of M‘lier and of “Henry 
Howard,” and almost none between 
that of the latter and Laclede J. 
Howard. 

‘Howard's writing is almost verti- 
cal, and is in a dainty, flowing and 
reguiar style; while that on the mar-

Notwithstanding comparative hand- 
writing is subject to many errors, 
owing to the fact that no man ever 
writes twice alike, experts say that 
the writing on. the register seems to 
be Miller's, and substantiate his con- 
fession; while it 4s dissimilar from 
the script of Laclede J. Howard.

As Miller ad- 
mitted afterwards, when he signed 
the marriage register, he gave false 
information as to his name, his resi-

Inquiry at Taylorville discovered 
that a woman, recently dead and well 
known, was Lydia Schultz before her 
marriage.

During the first night in jafl they 
would be kidnaped and taken to the 
other city. About the only thing they 
could tell the next morning was the 
fact that they had been carried across 
the state line.

The authorities were put to a great 
disadvantage in rpnning down per- 
sons charged with the illicit sale of 
whisky, known as “bootlegging,” 
when the city was finally voted dry 
about a year and a half ago. Un- 
scrupulous persons have waxed rich 
by com'ng into one city and selling 
during the night and going into the 
other city and remaining immune 
from arrest during the day. How- 
ever the United States authorities 
have, about broken this up. 


Both for Temperance. 

It was several years, following the 
rise of the prohibition tide in the 
South, before the cities could secure 
unity of action and abolish saloons. 
Temperance sentiment predominated 
overwhelmingly in both cities. 

There were about five saloons in 
each city paying tremendous revenues 
to the city. The state laws, under 
which it was possible to vote “dry” 
Were different. Virginia had the 
local option law, providing that in- 
corporated towns could Vote on .ue 
question every two years. Tennes- 
see had the Pendelton law, which is

Twenty years before Bristol, Va., 
had voted dry, with the assurance 
that her sister city would follow, but 
the latter decided to retain the sa- 
loons and did so, leaving Bristol, Va., 
dry four years, without the revenue 
from the: saloons, yet with the evil 
at her very doors and just across the 
state line. 

It was put up to Bristol, Tenn., to 
take the initiative, therefore, and 
abolish her saloons. Under the Ten- 
nessee law saloons are abolished in 
ali towns surrendering their charters 
and being reincorporated. Under it 
saloons can never be returned to a 
city that once decides to surrender 
its charter. If Bristol, Tenn., should 
go dry under this law, its hands 
would be tied, and probably Bristol, 
Va., would not do likewise. 

The whisky people realized that 
their hopes of continued existence in 
Bristol hinged on this. They agitated 
the question until it came to be gen- 
erally understood that Bristol, Va., 
was anxious for her sister city to go 
ve then to retain saloons and retal- 
ate. 

Finally, in 1907, the temperance 
sentiment became go srusannend that 
Bristol, Tenn., took the lead, voted 
dry overwhelmingly and surrendered 
her charter. This was done with the 
assurance that the other city would 
do likewise. 


In a bitterly fought contest, six 


months later, the Virginia city went | 


into the dry column and has _re- 
mained there, though it has-the pow- 
er to vote on the question every two 
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years, while her sister city is ‘‘hope- 
lessly dry,’ in the language of the 
whisky people. 

There is also a discrepancy in the 
marriage laws. In Bristol, Tenn., the 
only pre-requisites to the issuance of 
a marriage license are that the pros- 
pective bride be 16 and the groom 18, 
while in Bristol, Va., it is necessary 
for all applicants for marriage li- 
cense, where either party is under 
2) years of age, to have the written 
consent of their parents or guardians. 

The result is that Bristol is a sort 
of Gretna Green for eloping couples 
from neighboring states, whose rigid 
laws withhold matrimony from in- 
fants that are eligible in Tennessee.

In the price, as the license in Vir- 
ginia only costs $1, while just across 
the street the same privilege costs 
$4.50. 


Many Live in Two States. 


In Bristol hundreds of persons 
work in Tennessee and eat and sleep 
in Virginia, or vice versa. To the 
stranger this is very unusual, but 
those who have lived there for years 
think nothing of it. 

The fact that the principal busi- 
ness thoroughfare is directly on the 
state line permits men in business 
to choose the state in which the laws 
are more favorable to their business, 
in which to locate, and yet not sac- 
rifice the advantage of being on the 
principal street. 

If the State license tax in Tennes- 
see on a certain business is $200 per 
year and it is $100 in Virginia, a 
man entering this business can be in 
Bristol, Va., to the same advantage 
and save $100 per year on license. The 
result is that some lines of business 
are represented almost entirely in 
one city, on account of cheaper li- 
cense tax, or other advantages to be 
derived from that State. 

A few weeks ago a couple applied 
to a Bristol (Va.) preacher to be 
married, and when he questioned 
them he found that the girl was too 
young to be married in Virginia and 
ihe ceremony must take place in Ten- 
nessee. 

The preacher did not wish to lose 
the fee. So after the couple had ob- 
tained a license in Tennessee, he in- 
formed them that he could not lawful- 
ly perform the rites of matrimony out 
of Virginia, but had a plan whereby 
he could marry them. 

He stationed the couple just across 
the state line in Tennessee and 
standing in Virginia himself, he per- 
formed the ceremony. The best au- 
thorities held that the marriage was 
legal and binding, though a question 
was raised in the minds of the couple, 
by skeptical friends, as to its valid-

On the other hand there are nu saloons in Kansas.

building contained a gambling house, while on the Missouri side of

Now the gambling houses have been put out of business in Kan- 
sas City, Kan., but the residents of that suburb still go across State 
Line street for beer, which they carry in jugs, as the police will not 
permit the use of open receptacles for the beverage. 

It is possible for a man to strike another on one side of the street, 
run across and be immune from arrest, as assault and battery is not an 
offense for which requisition can be issued. Old grudges are frequent- 
ly vented by luring an enemy across the street from the state in which

He can not be molested, though police- 
men on both sides of the street witness the affair.

A few months ago a girl was 
found in East Hill Cemetery in a dy- 
ing condition, with a mortal bullet 
wound in her breast. Her sweetheart 
was charged with the murder. She 
was within ten feet of the state line, 
which divides the cemetery, and it 
was necessary for the surveyor to re- 
run the state line before it was de- 
termined that Tennessee had jurisdic- 
tion of the case. 

On the occasion of his first visit to 
Bristol, Lew Dockstader, the famous 
minstrel, after rubbing the burnt cork 
from his face, inquired of the peculiar 
conditions in Bristol, and the follow- 
ing morning wrote a postal card to an 
actor friend in New York, as follows:

Trv solution of problems which the postal au- 
thorities in St. Louis and other cities have 
striven in vain to overcome, is claimed for the 
new system. It not only eliminates the danger 
of ruin and injury of mail matter through mois- 
ture, but it transports postal matter at a never- 
before-dreamed-of speed. 

Sompressed air—the motive power of the olc 
system—shoots a carrier of mail through an eight 
or ten-inch tube at the rate of 35 or 40 miles an 


5, hour. The vacuum method propels a carrier filled 
with mail through a concrete bore four feet or 


- More in diameter, at a speed of two miles a 


minute. 


» A tube six feet in diameter is in actual use in 


Chicago. The largest carrier that can be used 
with compressed air is ten incu.es in diameter. 
The vacuum system knows no restrictions in size. 
The speed of two miles a minute, or 120 miles 
an hour, can be maintained under ordinary con- 
ditions. 


- The postal authorities have battled for years 


with the problem of moisture, a condition un- 
avoidable under the compressed air system. 
Thousands of dollars worth of mail is destroyed 
annually in Chicago and New York’ as a result 
of this moisture, which is caused by the condens- 
ing of warm air under heavy pressure in cola 
tubes. There can be no moisture in the vacuum 
tube, for there is no air, consequently there can 
be no injury of mail. 

_ The Government's expert commiss®n on postal 
pneumatics, of which Postmaster Daniel A. 
Campbell of Chicago, is chairman, is to make an 
exhaustive series of tests of the new device, and 
as the tube has sneccessfully stood every unof- 
ficial trial, it is predicted that the mail of mil- 
lions in a dozen leading American cities will with- 
in two years be handled underground by the power 


- of vacuum. 


As soon as the principle of vacuum service 
Was determined a tube two feet in diameter,

then the largest and only one in the world, was 
constructed. Packages were sent through it. at 
the rate of two miles a minute. A carrier with 
a load of 1400 pounds was several times shot 
through the concrete bore at great velocity.

James M. Masten, general superintendent of rail- 
way mail service, arrived from Washington in 
Chicago and inspected the tybe. He marveled at 
the possibilities of bettering municipal mail con- 
ditions, and Postmaster Campbell and half a 
score of department superintendents in Chicago 


were summoned. 


The inventor was asked if it were possible tc 


construct a tube larger than two feet in dia- 
meter. 


“Of course,” he replied. “I am going to build 


a tube six feet in diameter right away, and just 


to make it more interesting I will construct it so 
passengers will be able to travel through it in 
comfort. It stands to reason that where passen- 


-gers may ride large quantities of mail can be 
carried.”

Many seaside towns run a band throughout 
the entire year. In winter the band plays in 
halls and sheltered places; in the summer it is 
strengthened and brought out in the full glory 
of the parade. Among such bands is that of 
Eastbourne, which in the winter months consists 
of 17 players and in midsummer of 26. Yarmouth 
Corporation Military Band consists of 20 perform- 
ers; the Municipal Band at Brighton totals 40 
men, and that of Southport 35. 

. Perhaps the cheapest corporation band is that 


of Douglas, which numbers 18 men and costs the 
town $750 per year. This item offers something 
of a contrast to Brighton’s rate of pay, for there 
the conductor of the municipal band is paid $75 
per week. Brodstairs pays its band $315 per week, 
while Folkstone, which has three bands during the 
year, pays its “season” band just over $5000, its 
military band close on $2750, and a smaller band 
which plays in the shelter is paid about $1200. 
The average cost of musical bands at the sea- 
side, however, works out at about $500 per week. 

Against these expenses may be set the money 
accruing from the hire of chairs, season tickets, 
and so forth. Eastbourne last year, for instance, 
obtained $9500 from the hire of chairs and $970 
for the sale of programs. Folkstone obtained 
$11,000 for the hire of chairs, programs brought 
in nearly another $750 and $1250 was obtained 
from the sale of season tickets. 

Where a band is provided by public subscrip- 
tion a meeting of the townspeople is usually con- 
vened by the Mayor a few weeks before Whitsun- 
tide. At this meeting a committee is formed and 
subscriptions are invited towards the cost. Dona-

As 
many concerts will be given as there-are funds 
for, and the season, as a rule, winds up with a 
small balance. 3 

Some seaside towns engage severa] bands. Yar- 
mouth this year will have three—a military band 
to play in the Pier Gardens, a Vienese band to 
play on the Wellington Pier and a third band to 
play at Gorleston. As a general rule only one 
band is necessary, for additional bands are pro- 
vided by private enterprise in most of the leading 
seaside towns. Brighton, for instance, in addi- 
tion to its municipal orchestra, can attend the 
performances by some of the finest military bands 
in the kingdom on the West Pier, or listen to 
a ladies’ orchestra on the Palace Pier, or to its 
police band, or step over the border and hear 
the performance of Hove’s band.

The passengers who ex a plunge into 
vacuum to be accompanied by distress such as 
characterizes mountain trips are disappointed. 
The difference in atmospheric pressure amounts 
to less than one ounce to a square inch. 

Chicago expects to be the first city in the world 
to be given the benefits of vacuum tube service. 
The city council is considering passage of an or: 
dinance authorizing the construction of sighty 
miles of tubes four feet in diameter, to be u_ad 
for carrying the mails and for the distribution 
throughout the city of express, freight matter, 
packages, and store deliveries. The project has 
been endorsed by the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, whose members see in it a solution . 
of street congestion in Ch'cago. . 

So important ave the changes in prospect from 
use of vacuum that the general government found 
it imperative to make immediate study of the 
entire subject of pneumatic mail service. The 
result was the commission headed by Chicago's 
g, besid~: Mr. Masten of 
Washington, George H.’Robert <¢, M., Brooklyn; 
E. C. Mansfield, P. M., Bost:.: Frank H. Wy- 
man, P. M., St. Louis; Joseph Stewart, Superin- 
tendent of R. R. Adjustments; V. J. Bradley, 
Superintendent R. R. Mail Service; EK. M. Morris, 
Superintendent Salaries and Allowances. The 
commission will report to Congress on the adapt- 
ability and cost of the vacuum tubes, with ad- 
vice as to what cities may be given them, and 
whether the Government should own the system 
or have them operated by private interests. 

New York, Philadelphia, Boston and Chicago 
now have limited pneumatic tube aci vice for pos- 
tal purposes. These systems, huwever, all operate 
by compressed air, and it is impossible to use 
tubes of more than eight inches in diameter. The 
result is considerable delay in all cities at post- 
offices and railway stations, it being necessary 
to open the letter sacks and fill the tube carriérs 
with small bundles of letters. Only part of the let- 
ter mail may be handled in existing systems, 
while with vacuum tubes newspapers, packages 
and letters all may go forward et a speed of 
two miles or more a minute, four or five times 
the present speed in tubes. 

It is considered likely that the Government 
Commission will, in its preliminary to be 
made next winter, recommend that tu in al) 
cities be of uniform size, probahly four feet iv 
diameter, that they may even uni ¢ 
in countrywide system of mail and express tubes, 
with interchangezble carriers.
